iN AWFUL WRECK 


The West Shore’s St. Louis Ex- 
press in a Tail-End Collision. 


Fireman Michael Bergin and Ten Italian 
Passengers Killed Outright. 


HEARTRENDING SUPPLICATIONS OF THE 
INJURED CAUGHT InN THE WRECE. 


Dutchess Cut, West of Port Byron, N. T., 
the Scene of the Disaster—A Freight 
Train, Running Ahead of the Express, 
Breaks in Two and Causes the Wreck— 
A Bad Wreck—Saved by His Grand- 
Mother—Misplaced Switch—Casualties. 


SyRacuUsE, N. T., Aug. 6.—The St. Louis 
Express, on the West Shore Railroad, which 
leaves here at 1:58a, m., met with a terrible 
accident three miles west of Port Byron this 
morning, near what is known as the 
Dutchess Cut. Thetrain was running at a 
high rate of speed and at that point ran into 
afreighttrain. The wreck was an awful 
one and up to g o' clock the deaths numbered 
eleven. Those killed outright and those who 
died from the results of their injuries were 
all Italians with one exception—the fireman 
of the passenger train. Eleven Italians were 
padly hurt, and four will probably die. 
Twelve cars of the freight train were wrecked 
and piled up on the tracks, completely block- 
ing the tracks. The Italians were in the 
smoking car, which was completely wrecked. 
Hardly a whole piece of timber was left of 
thecar. The wreck took fire and the passen- 
ger train was burned with the exception of 
three sleeping cars. The train was made up 
of two express cars, a baggage car, a smok- 
ing car, a Gay car and three sleeping cars.

A PASSENGER'S STORY. 

J. J. Sullivan ofthis city was on the train 
on his way to Buffalo. He was in the second 
car, the one behind the smoking car. He had 
been in therea short time before the acci- 
Gent occurred. 

J understood from a conversation with 
one of the brakemen, said Mr. Sullivan, 
that it was a tall- end collision. The freight 
train with which our train collided was run- 
ning on the passenger train’s time. When 
the crash came the scene was a terrible one. 
The smoking-car was smashed to splinters 
and thesbrieksof the wounded who were im- 
prisoned in the wreckage were heartrending. 
The accident occurred about 8o’clock. I left 
the scene on a special train and don’t know 
what had been done toward caring for the 
injured. When I left the dead and wounded 
were scattered about on the ground inside 
the tracks, and the surviving passengers 
were doing all they could for the relief of the 
wounded. The victims, so far as I could see, 
were all men who were in the smoking car. 
None of the passengers inthe sleeping cars 
were injured.’’ 

A CRASH AFD SHRIEKS. 

John . Bowdish of Boston, who is in the 
brush business, was on his way to Detroit.

He had been rid- 
ing in the smoking car and had been in a

Tue first thing that attracted my atten- 
tion was the working of the airbrake.

I could look below me and see 
broken boards, beams and car wheels,

THE WRECKAGE ON FIRE. 

Noone in the rear end of the wreck was 
injured. The attendants of the express and 
baggage cars had retired to the rear coaches 
to catch a little sleep, and the entire fatality 
wastherefore confined to the occupants of 
the smoking car and locomotive. In tne 
former was a party consisting of twenty-one | 
Italian laborers in charge of an interpreter, 
Saverio Scozzavava, who was taking them 
from Tompkins Cove to Niagara Falls, where 
they were to be worked on the new railroad 
tunnel. Only one member of this party es- 
caped death or serious injury. Fireman 
Michael Burgin of Macedon was 
found to have been instantly 
killed at his post on the locomo- 
tive and Engineer Patrick Ryan of East Buf- 
falo was seriously injured. The flames 
which started so slowing increasedin fury 
with great rapidity and before all of the vic- 
tims in the smoking car could be removed 
from the wreck, the express, baggage and 
smoking cars and day coaches were burning. 
The forward end of the sleeper Marathon 
had also taken fire, and in order to save the 
three slpepers behind it which had not left 
the rails, they were uncoupled and pushed by 
hand toa place of safety. Ten freight carsand | 
the caboose were alsoin flames. The death 
list began to be appallingas body after body 
was removed until ten were laid along the 
tracks in a row. The injured were twice as 
many and their supplications for aid were 
heart-rending. 

THE RELIEF TRAIN. 

At 4:59 o’clock the relief train started from 
the West Shore Depot in this city. 
The run to Port Byron was rapid 
and when the train entered upon 
the stretch of the track east of Montezuma, 
a desolate sight met the gaze of its passen- 
gers. Ministering to the wants of the injured 
and caring for the dead victims were 
seen many brave helpers from among 
the passengers and crew of the ill-fated 
train. On boardthe relief train were put 
the bodies of the ten men who were dead and 
the injured were disposen of as com- 
fortably as the cramped seats 
of the day coach would allow. 
At 7:30 a start was made for syracuse. When 
Port Byron was reached the dead were taken 
of and iaid in the freight house and 
the train continued slowly to Syracuse. 
Between Port Byron and Syracuse one of the 
Italians, who was terribly injured in the 
smoker, died and was laid out in the Dag- 
gage car. Conductor Kanaly of the 
limited said that the accident occurred ex- 
actly 2:40 o’clock. 

THE CONDUCTOR’S STATEMENT. 

„1 was in the front end of the 
head sleeper. Marathon, he said, 
and had just noticed that we 
were making the usual running time. We 
left Syracuse at 1:58, on time. The train 
was heavily loaded, each of the sileep- 
ers having about twenty passengers. 
The day coach was well filled and there were 
between thirty and fifty persons in the 
smoker. It was very foggy, 
and the engineer, of course, 
expected that the Montezuma 
side track would de all right for him. The 
first indication I had of the accident was 
when 1 felt the sudden application 
of the air brakes. A moment later 
ca me the crash. That is about all I can tell 
except that the engine went clear through 
the caboose ofthe freight train and then 
rolled down the embankment. The 
day coach telescoped the smoking car, and 
when I got out of the doors they were all 
mixed up with the express and baggage cars. 
The sleeper did not leave the ralls. 


CAUSE OF THE WRECK. 

The freight train, which caused the acci- 
dent, consisted of forty cars and was bound 
for the West. It was to let the ‘‘fiyer’’ pass it 
by drawing over on the Montezuma sidetrack. 
It had started to leave the main track and 
was half way upon the switch when a 
coupling broke inthe middle of the train. 
Realizing that there was no time to lose, 
Conductor Thomas Tobin of the freight train 
sent Brakeman Edward Connolly up the 
track witha lanternto check the flyer, 
but whether he did not get far enough up the 
road or his signal was not seen is 
known. A new coupling had been made 
and the freight was slowly starting. Ina 
minute more it would have been out of the 
way and the disaster would not have oc- 
curred. The treigut train was in charge of 
Conductor Thomas Tobin and Engineer 
Thomas Whitcomb. The former was on top 
of the train and was thrown violently to the 
ground by the concussion. Beyond serious 
injuries caused by the conductor’s fall no one 
on the freight train was hurt. It is possible 
that there are more bodies in the wreck, 
but up to moon none had been found. 


RAN INTO A MAIL TRAIN,

Investi- 
gation of the wreck convinces railroad men 
that it was caused by a deliberate attempt to 
wreck the train, The rail had been purpose- 
ly torn up,the condition of the nuts and bolts 
showing this. That there was no loss of life 
is almost a miracle. 


PILED IN A HEAP. 

BAnWAY, N. J., Aug. 6.—The extra Mantua 
freight train bound west met with an acci- 
dent here yesterday. An axle broke, scat- 
tering stones and ties in every direction. 
The cars were piled in a heap. The fagman 
jumped into the Rahway River to save his 
life. Trackman Peter McCune’s back was 
broken by a projecting truck, and he is 
fatally injured. Thomas McDonald had his 
arm broken and his breast injured. 


A HEAD-END COLLISION. 
CHEYENNE, Wyo., Aug. 6.—Three freight 
trains were side-trdcked at Red Buttes yes- 
terday, to wait for the eastbound Union 
Pacific fast mail to goby. Acareiess brake- 
man left the switch open and the mail train 
dashed into the siding. The engineer re- 
versed, buta head-end collision at partial 
speed resulted. Both engines were 
partially wrecked. Frank Johnson, mail 

messenger, had a wrist sprained. 


SAVED BY HIS GRANDMOTHER. 

RauWAY, N. J., Aug. 6.—Geo. J. Foster, Jr., 
the 8-year-old son of George Foster, was 
saved from Tuesday through the 
bravery of his grandmother, who is 60 years 
ofage. The child fell into a deep pool in the 
Rahway River. He was discovered by the 
old lady lying motionless in the bottom and 
she plunged bravely in, head first, and 
succeeded in bringing the boy to the surface. 
Both were pulled into a passing boat, and the 
boy was promptly resuscitated. 


RIVER BANK CAVING IN.

W. W. Gibbs on the Threatened Suit of 
the Present Directors. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 6.—A Chicago dis- 
patch, published here yesterday, stated that 
C. K. Wooster, Secretary of the Chicago Gas- 
Light & Fuel Co., in accordance with a recent 
action ofthe present board of directors, had 
sent out notices to C. T. Yerkes, PF. A. B. 
Widener, William L. Elkins, C. R. Cummings, 
Sidney A. Kurt, Thomas Dolan and W. W. 
Gibbs, who composed the outgoing board of 
directors, demanding a return by Sept. i, to 
the treasurer of the company, of $7,500,000 
first-mortgage bonds of the company, or 
their equivalent. Mr. Wm. L. Elkins was 
seen last evening, but refused to either con- 
firm or deny the story. He said to the re- 
porter: I know no more about it than 
you do. 

W. W. Gibbs, one of the parties interested, 
said: ‘*The facts of the case are, some years 
ago a syndicate boughtavery large amount 
of the stock of the Chicago Gas-Light & Fuel 
Co. Subsequent to the purchase an effort 
was made on the part ofall the gas compan- 
es of Chicago, some five or six, to unite 
their interests. Allof the other companies 
had a large bonded indebtedness, which had 
been createdin the construction, extension 
and equipment of their properties. The 
Chicago Gas-Light and Trust Co. controlled 
by the syndicate had no bonded indebtedness

THE TRIPLE ALLIANCE AND THE PER- 
SECUTED JEWS OF RUSSIA. 


Opposition—Probable Marriage of Prin- 
cess Stephanie and Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia—Bismarck te Be Called to Ac- 
count for His Letter—Foreign News. 


Paris, Aug. 6.—Telegrams received in this 
city from Sofia, the capital of Bulgaria, bring 
rumors that active preparations for war 
are being made by the military au- 
thorities of that country. Inquiries have 
been made in official quarters here, 
but the rumors received no confirmation, the 
officials declaring that they had no knowledge 
ofany warlike preparations being made in 
any of the capitals of the Balkan States. The 
only information elicited was that Bulgaria 
recently placed a large order for artillery 
with the great German gun-makers, the 
Krupps. 


PERSECUTED RUSSIAN JEWS. 


POWERS OF THE TRIPLE ALLIAXCE STOPPING 
THE TIDE OF EMIGRATION. 

Lox pon, Aug. 6.—A Berlin dispatch says 
that a secret understanding has been arrived 
at between the powers of the Triple Alliance 
to stem as far as possible the tide of Jewish 
emigration from Russia and to force Jews 
back into Russia. The motive is supposed to 
de that the Jews are an slement of weakness 
in Russid, and that it is not desirable to have 
them foisted upon other nations, especially 
the members of the alliance. Both Italy, 
Prussia and Austria, as if by common under- 
standing, are taking steps to drive emi- 
grant Jews back from their borders. In Gali- 
cla both the Government and the 
populace are strongly opposed to 
the exiles and hundreds have 
com pelled to recross the Russian 
frontier. Onthe German frontier of Russia 
the authorities have been ordered to make a 
rigid examination of the condition of all Jew- 
ish emigrants. Any Jew notin the possession 
of a passport, a railroad ticket and enough 
money to guarantee his passage to and 
acceptance in America is sent back to Russia 
by the German officials. Many have been 
turned back in this way and one unfortunate 
kliled himself by stabbing rather than again 
submit tu the Russian yoke. The Italian gov- 
ernment have expelled a number of Russian 
Jews from Genoa and forced them to return 
to Marseilles. The Russian government, on 
the other hand, is relaxing the difficulties 
that surround Jews who desire to leave the 
country. The charge for passports is abol- 
ished, and Jews are no longer required to go 
back to where they originally enrolled before 
procuring a passport. This latter provision 
was the chief weapon on the part of Russian 
Officials and rendered it necessary for the 
fugitive Jew to bribe every officer whom he 
encountered. 


BISMARCK’S LETTER. 


THE PRINCE LIKELY TO BE CALLED TO ACCOUNT 
—THE FAN EXHIBITION. 

Beri, Aug. 6.—It is not unlikely that 
Prince Bismarck will be called upon to ex- 
plain his recent letter addressed toa Russian 
in St. Petersburg, criticising the Triple 
Alliance, the visit of ex-Empress Frederick 
to Paris, etc., and condemning the Kaiser’s 
visit to England. Asa retired officer of the 
army Prince Bismarck can be called to ac- 
count ina more summary way than if he 
were a civilian only. It is stated that high 
authorities here have pronounced the pub- 
lished letter to be disloyal in tone and calcu- 
lated to breed discontent toward the Govern- 
ment. 

THE FAN EXHIBITION. 

The Kaiser, it is stated. has promised to 
visit the fan exhibition at Carlsruhe, Baden, 
and the Crown Prince of Sweden, the Prince 
of Wales, and other royalties, are expected 
there. Among the curosities of the exhibi- 
tion isafan presented bythe late Emperor 
William to his daughter, the Grand Duchess 
of Baden, the beautiful Louise, as she used to 
be known. A unique specimen isthe revolu- 
tion fan, with the portraits of the leaders of 
the French revolution, and death striking 
Robespierre with a scythe inthe neck, and 
there is a fan with the signatures of the Prus- 
sian royal family and court, including those 
of Bismarck and von Moltke. There are fans 
with every spray containing a small picture 
by some great artist and so forth.

What 
angers the stockholders is that under 
the agreement made when the rails were 
laid, the County Council has a right to make 
the purchase at a figure considerably below 
the market value of the stock. The owners 
will, therefore, use all means in their power 
to prevent the arrangement from being car- 
ried out.

Office to Discuss the Matter—The Fair 
Grounds May Give the Animals to the 
City-Some Very Quick Work Done 


To-Day. 


Mayor Noonan is a hustler.“ Everybody 
Friends and opponents alike—admit this. 

Just now he is concentrating his hustling 
energies on gettinga public zoological garden 
for the city of st. Louis and its 100,000 children. 

The chances are that he will accomplish 
what he undertakes to do. He believes in 


prompt action and organization. 

If he succeeeds, he will be the most popular 
man in town with the regiments of little 
ones, who will delight in visiting the animals 
at Forest Park. 

It will do a big card for the city and the 
Mayor has decided that the city MUST HAVE

nave taken the Forest Park Zoological Garden 


project in hand. 

Both gentlemen are thoroughly enthusiastic 
in favor of adding such an attraction to the 
already beautiful park. They recognize the 
fact that the city connot afford to lose the 
present opportunity, and they are deter- 
mined that the opportunity shall not be lost. 

With that conclusion reached, Mayor 
Noonan, ably seconded by Mr. Capen, yes- 
terday set about organizing a movement 
having for its object the transferring of the 
animals now at the Fair Grounds to the city’s 
ownership in Forest Park. The movement is 
already organized, and to-day witnesses its 
decisive and satisfactory work. 

The Mayor and Mr. Capenare both ‘‘hust- 
lers. When they pull together they are a 
strong team, and they are pulling together 
now. It is safe tosay that the pull will not 
slacken until, to paraphrase an old song, it 

Brings all the animals, two by two 
Straight into the Forest Park Zoo- 

They ve got to come, said Mayor Noo- 
nan. Ihe city needs just such an addition 
to Forest Park and will get it right now. This 
is our chance! 

„It's the one feature of great pileasure- 
grounds that Forest Park lacks,’’ said Mr. 
Capen. Those animals are coming over if 
I have to drive em myself. 

When Forest Park has its zoological gar- 
dens—as it will soon almost beyond question— 
the credit for the new attraction will 
be due to Mayor Noonan and 
Mr. Capen. The thousands of St. 
Louis children who look upon Forest 
Park as their vast play-ground and own 
peculiar domain, will have those gentlemen 
to thank for such a picturesque addition to 
their favorite resort. The thousands of St. 
Loulsans who are already proud of Forest 
Park will recognize the fact that the efforts 
of the Mayor and Mr. Capen have given them 
cause to be still prouder of it. 

Yesterday afternoon Mayor Noonan and 
Mr. Capen had a conference in the Mayor’s 
office. While the conference was still in 
progressa telephone message sped on its 
way to Second Vice-President Ellis Wain- 
wright of the Fair Grounds Association. Be- 
fore it was ended, arrangements were 
made to telegraph President Rolla 
Wells, whois summering Inthe East. When 
itwas ended, a meeting had been agreed 
upon for to-day and it was practically a fore- 
gone conclusion that Forest Park would have 
a zoological collection, thus completing its 
Claim tothe name of a great metropolitan 
pieasure park. 

The sacred cow, the yak, the camels and all 
the other animals now at the Fair Grounds, 
are not destined to the ‘‘pent-up Utica’’ ofa 
circus van. They will be ‘‘at home’’ toin- 
quiring friends in Forest Park within a short 
time. 

Mayor Noonan and Mr. Capen have a great 
popular indorsement behind them in their 
efforts. They are building wisely. 
They are making themselves solid 
witb St. Louis children in particular and the 
great St. Louis public in general. 

MEETING AT THE MAYOR’S OFFICE. 

At 40’clock this afternoon Mr. Ellis Wain- 
wright, Second Vice-President of the Fair 
Grounds Association; Mr. Chas. H. Turner, a 
director in the Fair Grounds board; Mr. Geo. 
D. Capen, President of the Lindell Rauway 
Co., and Park Commissioner Fichter, will 
meet with Mayor Noonan in the Mayor’s 
office at the City Halil to ar- 

for establishing the Z00- 
gardens in Forest Park. 
The meeting was called by the Mayor, and all 
the gentlemen named at once responded that 
they would be on hand promptly at the time 
appointed. It is probable that when the 
meeting closes the question of the Forest 
Park Zoological Gardens will be satisfactorily 
settled, and only the details of the removal 
of the animals from the Fair Grounds to 
Forest Park will remain to be arranged. 

There's no doubt of our success, said 
Geo. D. Capen. ‘‘I’m willing to promise 
that if the matter is laid properly before the 
Fair Grounds officers they will be giad to 
make the city a present of the animals. It 
would bea giftto the public,and it is the 
public to whom the Fair Grounds looks for its 
own support. I don’t believe the Fair 
Grounds people would de Willing 
to accept money for the ani- 
mals if they were to de used for 
such a purpose as that of establish ing zoolog- 
ical gardens in Forest Fark. Thesetviews of 
the Mayor and Mr. Capen will probably form 
the only basis for the conference this after- 
noon. 

PREPARATIONS FOR RECEIVING THE ANIMALS. 

In the meantime, Mayor Noonan has pro- 
ceeded to put things in shape for the meet- 
ing as fer as possidle. This morn- 

ng he held a long and $i significant 
conference with Park Commissioner Fechter, 
which shows how confidently the Mayor is 
counting upon securing the animals for For- 
est Park. 

Mr. Fechter, said His Honor, how 
Ing a time would you require to prepare for 
‘aking charge of the animals from the Fair 
Grounds?’’ 

J could take care of them now, your 
Honor, replied the Park Commissioner. 

‘They can be placed on the paddock at the 
park and attended to in every way just as 
well as is now being done at the Fair 
Grounds. There can be dividing fences run 
through the paddock so as to make separate 
inclosures where necessary, and this could 
Se done at a day’s notice. 

Then the animals could be ordered sent 
to the park at once without any fear of their 
hot being properly provided for?’’ 

‘*They could, was the reply, and I'll 
cuarantee as to their being taken care of. 
In addition to the animals, I also wish your 
Honor would try to get the pheasantry from 
the Fair Grounds for Forest Park.’’

Mr. Chas. H. Turner, a Director of the Fair 
Grounds Association, when seen this morn- 
ing said: 

Lam in favor of the Fair Grounds making 
a gift to the city of the animals now adver- 
tised for sale. Ithink it the wisest disposi- 
tion that could be made of them, and the gift 
would be one all St. Louisans would appreci- 
ate. it would be far better to do that than to 
allow the animals to be sold, when their pres- 
ence in Forest Park would be such an addi- 
tion to the attractions of that place. I think 
the Fair Grounds could afford to make the 
gift to the city asa token of appreciation of 
the patronage always extended to the Fair 
Grounds by the St. Louis public. And let me 
tell you, the gift would be a notable one. We 
have one ofthe finest herdsof elks in the 
country, and besides that, there 
are many other animals in the collec- 
tion that would add largely to the 
picturesqueness and attractiveness of Forest 
Park. I shall certainly favor a proposition to 
give the Fair Ground’s animals to the city to 
form a zoological garden in Forest Park. If 
the city is willing to take care of them after- 
wards, that oughtto settle the question of 
their staying in St. Louis. 

Mayor Noonan had already stated that the 
city would giadly undertake the expense of 
caring for the animals, providing the Fair 
Grounds would make the donation. The only 
obstacle that prevented the purchase of the 
animals outright by the city was the simple, 
but very definite one of a total lack of 
authority to do so. But with the animals 
coming as a gift to the public, the difficulty 
of the city’s assuming charge ofthem would 
be solved at once. 

JULIUS WALSH IS WILLING. 

Mr. Julius Walsh was seen as he was going 
into a meeting of the directors ofthe Missis- 
Sippi Valley Trust Co. He was asked 
to suggest a plan by which 
the city could get the animals for Forest Park 
from the Fair Grounds, and was told that 
that there would be a meeting this afternoon 
at the Mayor’s office to discuss 
ways and means. Mr. Walsh said 
at first that he had come into the directory 
so recently that he was disinclined to take 
the lead in the matter. 

I a proposition was made for the Fair 
Grounds to turn over to Forest Park the ani- 
mals the city wants, would there be opposi- 
tion from you?’’ 

Net the slightest. said Mr. Walsh, 
promptiy. ‘‘My inclination and prejudices 
are all in favor of anything of that kind. I 
don’t care to be more positive about it, be- 
cause, of course, Ican’t commit myself toa 
plan whose details I havn’t heard yet. But 
my disposition in the matter is to grant the 
city any concessions that we can reason- 
ably.’’ 

W. F. NOLKER APPROVES. 

Mr. Ellis Wainright took hold of the plan 
with his usual enthusiasm when he goes into 
an enterprise to help the city. He was talking 
with Mr. W. F. Noker, another director 
of the Fair Grounds, when he was called on 
by a Post-DisPatcu reporter. Mr. Nolker 
expressed himself at the outset as heartily in 
favor of the park’s getting the animals, and 
cordially approved of the movement, al- 
though he had not thought of the way in 
which t he transfer could be made. 

ELLIS WAINWRIGHT TAKES HOLD. 

Mr. Wainwright inquired about the number 
of animals the city wanted and as soon as he 
heard how small the amount of money was 
that was needed to buy them or that they 
would bring atauction, he came to a con-

The Post-DiIsPaToH motion for a Zoo“ 
at Forest Park is seconded by everybody 
who is not interested in diverting pleasure 
travel to other sections of the city. A few 
may think Forest Park attractive enough 
as it is, and that nothing should be done 
to make the stream of visitors to it larger 
or more constant. But the space for a 
first-class collection of animals cannot be 
spared in any other park, and the largest, 
most central and most frequented is for ob- 
vious reasons the park entitled to this ad- 
ditional attraction, the place in which all 
sojourners in the city expect to find it, and 
in which the people will get most pleasure 
and instruction from it. 

The question of means does not seem a 
formidable obstacle. The Fair Grounds 
Association is indebted to the city for 
manifold favors, and its directors are pub- 
lic-spirited men who will see the policy of 
dealing most liberally with the city in this 
matter. Perhaps they may not only do- 
nate the collection but throw in the ani- 
mal houses so that the city would only 
have to incur the cost of removal and re- 
construction. The Forest Park railroads 
must also recognize the pecuniary benefit 
to them of a zoological garden at the park 
and should jump at the opportunity of se- 
curing that benefit by a substantial con- 
tribution to the expense. 

The fact that the city ought to have a 
much greater collection at the park is only 
an additional reason for acquiring this one 
asa beginning. Such a nucleus in such a 
place would grow rapidly by presents from 
public spirited citizens and distant friends 
of the city; by occasional purchases as the 
money can be spared and by exchanging 
spare animals from the natural increase 
with other collections for needed 
specimens.

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The Stench Producing Factories Must 
Seek Other Fields. 


SANITARY OFFICIALS SAY THIS I8 THE 
ONLY SOLUTION, 


The People of the North End Give Their 
Views to Representatives of the Post- 
Dispatch’’—The Sentiment All One Way 
—Something Must Be Done to Abate 
the Nuisance—Delegate Huber on the 
Fence—A Physician’s Opinion. 


That the crusade against the stench pro- 
ducing industries of Lowell is on is fully at- 
tested by the interviews with citizens of 
North St. Louis presented below. The uni- 
versal sentiment is that if the nuisance can - 
not be abated by new sewer facili- 
ties, then the offending factories must 
be removed. The interviews speak for 
themselves. Nospecial class of people was 
sought out by the reporters, but people of 
every calling were seen, their opinions ob- 
tained and are given as they expressed them. 
The owners of these factories make the 
claim that the city authorites have not dealt 
fairly with them. Mr. Fred Holtse 
is quoted as saying that they have not been 
permitted to make the sewer connections 
necessary to carry off the waste product, and 
that permits granted for the erection of 
makeshifts until the sewer problem could be 
solved have been withdrawn. 

On this question Chief Sanitary Officer 
Charles Francis was seen this morning. 
Mr. Francis said: ‘‘I must say for Mr. Holtse 
that under the circumstances he is keeping 
his place in pretty good condition but in that 
locality those places can never be anything 
but a nuisance. In the first place they can’t 
getthe proper drainage. The conduit runs 
along Hall street there and all those 
establishments are below grade on 
a flat, Holtse used to be on 
the corner diagonally across Talcott street 
and moved over to where he is now. Since 
then pipes have been put in at two places 
under the conduit, and they carry off some of 
the water into the creek there, but as for 
sewer connections, they simply can’t get 
them there. 

The Prairie avenue sewer comes in just 
three blocks above the water-works, 
and to prevent the water from 
being contaminated, the Sewer Department 
has put in a cut-off which temporarily 
sends all the drainage in the Ferry 
street sewer. This cut-off must stay 
there until the new water-works 
are finished. I put in two pipes from the 
contaminated district. One of these they 
stopped up with their refuse in a very short 
time, and it is still stopped and I 
will leave it so, as they will 
not comply with regulations when using it. 
The other has a box in what is now railroad 
property near where Holtse was 
before he moved and the rail- 
road people will not let Holtse use 
it, so that all drainage is cut off. It is not a 
place for rendering works and cannot be. 
The works should not be allowed to 
stay there, and they are there contrary 
to law. It is rather hard to move them but I 
will report them every week, and keep at 
them, 

That whole section west of Hall 
street from De Soto to Adelaide 
is one cesspool of filth and 
should be abated. The locations are bad 
and the city cannot at this time do anything 
to relieve thet place. The rendering houses 
should be moved from there and that is the 
only way to avoid the nuisance.’’ 

FAVORS VIGOROUS STEPS. 

Dr. A. C. Robinson sald to-day that he isin 
favor of any plan to suppress the Lowell 
nuisances, ‘‘There isno question,’’ he said, 
that these factories are a nuisance. 
and as a member of the Board of 
Health 1 am in favor of abating them 
as soon as possible. The board has investi- 
gated the complaints of the people up there 
and find that they are well founded. The 
smells are enough to breed disease 
in any community, and 1 think 
they ought to doe suppressed at 
once. We condemned all these factories 
at our meeting, July 9, and in a day or two 
we shall institute proceedings in the courts. 
We gave them sufficient notice, and there is 
no reason for their continued violation of the 
law. The board has the right to condemn 
these places and we propose to exercise it to 
such an extent that there will be no further 
complaints for a long time to come. 

Dr. Otto Forster, another medical member 
of the Board of Health, said that he was in 
favor of heroic remedies toabate the Lowell 
stench factories. He explained that suf- 
ficient notice had been given atid that there 
was no excuse for the continuance of the 
nuisances. 

READY TO PROSECUTE. 

Health Commissioner Dudley said to-day 
that he would institute proceedings in a day 
or two against the owners of the factories. 
We have given them notice,’’ he said, and 
if they do not comply with the order of the 
board they will have to suffer the 
consequences. The board is aware of the fact 
that these Lowell establishments are a terrific 
nuisance. We investigated the matter and 
found that they were intolerable nuisances 
and accordingly they were ordered 
abated. Since the board took that 
action the owners of the factories 
have employed ex-Sewer Commissioner Mc- 
Math to devise a scheme to dispose of the 
refuse of their plants. One of their plans is 
toempty the objectionable matter into the 
Prairie avenue sewer, but Water Commis- 
sioner Holman and Sewer Oommis- 
sioner Southard are opposed to the 
plan. This is due to the fact that the Prairie 
avenue sewer empties above the Water- 
works inlet tower. I have been informed 
that the owners of these places are now 
working on a scheme to force the refuse into 
the Ferry street sewer, To do 
this it will be necessary to 
run the matter up a rather steep grade. The 
Board is thoroughly determined to abate 
these nuisances and in a day or two proceed- 
ings will De entered in the Second District 
Police Court to do away with them. 


DR. LEWIS’ THEORY. 


„es, said Dr. W. O. Lewis, who lives on 
Florissant avenue and has an office on Broad 
way, near the foot of College avenue, in 
Lowell, I have given the subject ofthe 
Lowell odors considerable attention. Iam 
in the vicinity of the fertilizing factories and 

works every day, and have passed 
through and examined the operations of 
some ofthem. I have been familiar with the 
locality for years and seen the beginning 
and growth ofthe industry peculiar to this 
part of the city. These rendering works were 


originally located onthe banks of a stream,

Il the city will provide a means of getting 
rid of this polluting offal the Lowell question 
will be solved. The introduction of modern 
appliances for consuming the various gasses 
which arise in the process of manufacture 
will confine the odors to the immediate neigh - 
borhood of the factories, and the people on 
the hilis will have littlecause of complaint 
because of them. 

COUNCILMAN CHARLES JAMES. 

Councilman Charles James was seen at his 
residence on East Grand avenue, near Broad- 
way, and stated that he had been to see the 
proper city authorities in reference to the 
question several times of late. ‘‘Sewer Com. 
missioner Southard suggested that they could 
put in a sewer that would carry off the refuse 
of the works and empty into the river north 
of the water- works, but, of course the Water 
Department made a decided kick against any 
such idea. 

It was in fact not to deo 
thought of and he told Com- 
missioner Southard ; the latter then said that 
the only other way that he knew of, was to 
put in a sewer that would take in all the 
works and creeks and let it empty into the 
Ferry street sewer, south of the water 
works, but of course this would be 
terribly expensive and it would take 
considerable time to do the work. ‘‘But it is 
absolutely the only way out of the 
trouble unless the establishments would put 
in machinery to consume the matter. This 
would be only an experiment though, as I 
know of none in existence anywhere. But,’’ 
said Mr. James in closing, ‘‘youcan put me 
down as supporting the Post-DIsPATCH in 
this movement, that is H it can be done so 
that no harsh measures are taken that will 
injure the industry which gives employment 
to a large number of citizens in the lo- 
cality.’’ 

HUBER ON THE FENCE. 

The Alderman of the Twenty-sixth Ward, 
of which Lowell forms a part, was found at 
his road house on Florissant avenue, oppo- 
site O’Fallon Park. As predicted in yester- 
day’s Post-DisPaTon, Mr. Huber was averse 
to committing himself on the Lowell topic. 
dont want to say anything about it, said 
he. The smell don’t bother me. I have 
grown up init, and amas healthy a man as 
there is in the ward. 

The Alderman said he had taken no steps 
as the representative of the people in the 
direction of having the nuisance abated. ‘‘I 
don’t think that is my business, said he. 
That is the province of the Health Office. 
Besides, Idon’t propose to do anything to 
interfere with any man’s legitimate bust 
ness. These factories were put 
there before the people who are 
now kicking settled out here. If they didn’t 
like the smell they ought to have bought 
property in some other part of the city.’’ 

What about the Mertz system of reducing 
garbage. Would that process if applied to 
the rendering factories do away with odors?’’ 

„When the delegation of the Municipal 
Assembly went to St. Paul we examined the 
Mertz appliances. It almost entirely kills 
the bad odor. The building of proper sewers 
and the introduction of the most approved 
appliances in the works will stop the trouble 
about the Lowell stench.’’ 

Mr. Huber claims that the odor isnot a 
nuisance, and if the rendering works keep 
their places clean and push their waste mat- 
ter into the sewers the Health Office will be 
powerless to move against the stench pro- 
duced by the gases arising fromthe factories 
caused by the steaming process. 

In conclusion, the Alderman wanted the 
fact stated that he was on the top rail of the 
fence in the present controversy. 


UNDER THE BLUFFS. 


Frank Daly of 1417 Cloveravenue said that 
rendering establishments were one of the 
principal industries of that section. The 
proprietors had invested large capital in the 
business, employed a vast number of hands, 
all of whom resided in the section and that 
any radical course would be decidedly un- 
wise. Still, the public health should be pro- 
tected and, in his opinion, the whole matter 
could be laid on the Sewer Department, 
which has neglected the locality entirely of 
late, with proper sewerage, so that the refuse 
could be carried off and not left to dry up, 
as at present, and no further compiaint would 
be heard. 

Joseph Wickenman of 4631 McKissock ave- 
nue said that he was decidedly opposed to 
standing any further delay in the matter, 
that the residents ofthat vicinity had suffered 
long enough, and it was im his opinion about 
time that some decided action should be taken 
in the matter. 

William H. Balmer, who resides at 6220 
Balmer avenue, was extremely bitter in his 
denunciation of the ‘‘stench,’’ which he 
sald was intolerable any longer. 

John Gebaer, 5015 North Broadway, says 
he has a number of hands employed who 
are annoyed considerably by the terrible 
stench which is wafted from down in the 
willows where the stench factories are lo- 
cated. Mr. Gebaer stated that he fully ap- 
proved the Post-DIsPATOH’S course in the 
affair, and that the factories should be made 
to move outside of the city limits entirely. 

Joseph Hunt of 4912 McKissock avenue said 
the smell was unbearable, and that some- 
thing should be done by the proper city au- 
thorities to abolish the nuisance immedi- 
ately. 

John Ruff, a blacksmith on North Broad- 
way, resides on Prairie avenue, was ofthe 
opinion that proper sewerage should be given 
to the locality, which would put a stop to the 
nuisance, the deadly stench. 

John Torjensky, 4905 North Second street, 
says the locality is neglected by the Sewer 
Department, which had given attention to 
the West end of late years at the expense of 
the restof the city. ‘‘Whatthey want out 
here,’’ said he, ‘‘is proper sewerage, and all 
will be well.“ 

Louis Eckrick works at Gebaer’s’ carriage 
factory and finds it extremely annoying, 
tosay the least. In his opinion, the whole 
outfit ought to be cleared out entirely, 

Charles Lockwood, 4919 McKissock avenue: 
The matter should be brought to a climax. 
The entire outfit had retarded progress in 
North St. Louis long enough.’’ 

William Bell, 4882 North Broadway, was de- 
cidedly adverse to standing the nuisance any 
longer. 

M. Whelan, who boards at 4822 North Broad- 
way was of the same opinion.

Lumbermen, Who Will Be Present at 
Next Week’s Convention.

TRADE QUESTIONS TO BE DISCUSSED AT 
THE MEETING. 


Delegates Will Be the Guests of the Post- 
Dispatch’’ on an Exoursion—Programme 
of Entertainment—List of the Names 
of Gentlemen Who Are Expected to Be 
Present. 


The convention of lumbermen, members of 
the Southern Lumber Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, which will convene here at 10 o’ clock, 
next Monday morning, will discuss matters 
of great moment to the trade. About two 
hundred gentlemen will sit during the three 
days“ session. For a long time there 
have been differences on the ques- 
tion of grades in flooring and 
celling boards. Those manufacturers 
who get out pine stuff for shipment to the far 
West have lately milled their tongue and 
groove flooring of a thickness of 13-16 of an 
inch, instead of %, as the St. Louis firms 
millit, They have also been selling su- inen 
wide flooring, instead of the standard 4-inch, 
When it istaken into consideration that a 
thousand feet of Class A 18-16 flooring weighs 
2,100 pounds and the same measurement of 
% weighs 2,300, the difference in freight 
charges becomes apparent. A cariload is 
18,000 feet and the difference in weight be- 
tween 13-16 and % stuff is 4,000 pounds, 
The St. Louis, Chicago and Kansas Oity man- 
ufacturers favor the - inch standard, but 
the competition from the men of the north 
who skimp the scale is so great, that a good 
many members of the association believe 
that eomething must be done to meet the 
issue. The discussion on this subject prom- 
ises to prove lively. The advocates of adopt- 
ing the 13-16—-8% $$ inch grade for 
yellow pine, affirm that 13-16 thick 
flooring is stronger than % white pine 
anyway. In all probability a uniform stand- 
ard of flooring and ceiling matched lumber 
will be adopted. This meeting is really a 
continuation of the convention held at Mem- 
phis, Tenn. , last February. 

PROGRAMME OF ENTERTAINMENT. 

The association is composed of all the lead - 
ing yellow pine manufacturers in Florida, 
Texas and the States Southwest of Missouri. 
Committees from the lumbermen, dealers 
and manufacturers of saw mil and 
woodenware supplies, who do dust 
ness in St. Louis, have organized for 
the entertainment of the visitors. An ex- 
tensive programme of amusements has been 
arranged. The first relaxation will be taken 
immediately after adjournment, on Wednes - 
day afternoon, when the members will enjoy 
a sail on the Post-DIsPaTcn’s excursion 
steamer, the Grand Republic, on the oc- 
casion of the next regular advertisers’ ex- 
cursion.

THE SNAKE DANCE. 
Modul Indians Preparing for the Famous 
Ceremony 


Wixnstow, Ariz., Aug. 6.—The famous 
Moqui Indian snake dance, which is held 
every two years, commenced yesterday on 
the reservation, sixty miles from here, and 
will continue sixteen days. It is reporred 
that the Government is taking steps to dis- 
continue the dance and that this will be the 
last one. Maj. Donaldson, who took the Moquil 
census, has gone to the dance with a photo- 
graphic outfit andthe Government has also 
sent acorps of photographer. 


The snake dance of the Moquis is the most 
weird of all the dances of the various tribes 
of North American Indians. This is held in 
the great medicine lodge of the tribe, and the 
dancers circle about a huge boulder zin the 
center known as the sacred stone. 
A supply of rattlesnakes, secured 
from the ledges of the mountains, is an 
important feature of the orgie. These are 
always in readiness and are confined in a 
stone lodge near the room in which the dance 
goes on. About the sacred stone the savages 
circle holding in their hands and mouths the 
poisonous reptiles. After going through the 
most violent contortions, an incantation is 

ronounced by the Chief Medicine Man and 
he dance ends, the snakes are released and 
left free to find their way to their haunts.

built up a reputation for careful grading 
which is famous throughout Europe, and 
grain is bought more freadily here 
than anywhere elise in the coun. 
try. As long as the Merchants’ Exchange held 
control of the inspection, there was no 
trouble, butat present the exporters alone 
standin the way of a debasement of the 
grading, which would ina single season not 
only destroy the reputation that has been 
so laboriously built up dy the merchants of 
this city, but would brand St. Louls wheat 
for years as not whatit was represented to 
be. Ever since the new wheat began to come 
in there have been complaints about bad 
grading, and these have all been in the line 
of too low grading. 

EXPORT TRADE THREATENED. 

For export trade No. 2 red is alone wanted 
and the exporters have watched what was 
received carefully. Almost at the very first 
shipment there was a controversy, 
A large quantity of wheat was received by C. 
H. Orthwein & Bro. from the elevators. This 
had been passed by the O’Shea exports as No, 
2, but the Orthweins refused to receive it as 
such, declaring that it was no better than 
No. 3. Since that time the evil has steadily 
grown, until at present it is a dally occur- 
rence for the exporters to refuse to receive 
wheat fromthe elevators because it Is below 
grade. The elevator officials do not attempt 
to defend the grading, but state that they 
have no choice in the matter, ag 
the State law has made Lawyer O’Shea 
and his political assistants absolute judges of 
the quality of grain, as far as the elevators 
are concerned. WhatO’Shea stamps as No, 
2, remains No. 2, all facts to the contrary 
notwithstanding. The exporters in buying 
from the elevators are not compelled to re- 
gard this, accept only such grainas they be- 
lieve will be received abroad, and as a result 
St. Louls commerce is being very Seriously 
handicapped at a period when its prospects 
are at the highest, 


THE FACTS IN THE CASE. 

In speaking of the matter an exporter 
sald: We, of course, Want to 
ship ‘abroad all the grain 
that we can, and for our own interests will 
not raise any objections that are unnecessary. 
But we will not receive wheat that we know 
will not be received abroad. They only want 
one grade there, and for us to send the poor 
No. 8 that O’Shea regards as No. 2 across the 
ocean would be the height of folly. It would 
not only cause immediate loss, but would 
lead to St. Louis wheat obtaining a bad name 
everywhere. A great deal of grainis being 
driven to Chicago by the course pursued by 
the State Inspector, but this cannot be 
helped. Why such an inspection is made I do 
not know, but there are strong reasons 
of a political nature that might explain it. 
An influential farmer would be not unlikely 
to regard with favor the man who graded his 
grain high and would care little for any in- 
jury that might be thereby done to St. Louis. 
When the Merchants’ Exchange inspectors 
had charge there was scarcely ever any 
trouble, as they were all chosen on account 
of their knowledge of the business. Unless 
there is a change of front immense damage 
will be done to the trade of the city.’’ 

A FLAGRANT INSTANCE. 


The latest developments in the trouble be- 
tween the exporters and grain inspectors are 
in reference to a barge load of wheat received 
from Central B. Thomas Harris, private in- 
spector for H. ©. Haarstick & Co., pro- 
tested against a lot of wheat that was 
delivered to him as No. 2, and the 
committee was called upon it. The com- 
mittee sustained Mr. Harris and the grain 
Was sent to the East Side. There it was 
passed upon by the Merchants’ Exchange 
Inspectorsand gradeu as No. 3%. Another 
barge load of what is now called O’Shea No. 
2 was rejected this afternoon, which drove a 
State Inspector desperate, and he made an 
assault upon the private inspector.
